Senate Calls a Halt On President In 


His Bartering of Appointments Fop 
Taft .Support — Hitchcock 
Takes 


Command. 


Columbus. 0.—(Special.)—The ac- 


tion of Congres^ni'T Bui ton. who so 
suddenly changed Ins niiud in regard 
to assuming the generalship of the 
Taft-boss forces in Cnyahoga county 
in sending woikers to the anU-boss 
and ' anti-Tgft rump conventions' for 
the purpose of securing the names rf 
all federal officeholders who partici- 
pated in any way in either of these 
conventions, is most significant. 


It seems not only in Ohio Is this 


cry of bossism sweeping the voter 
from off his feet, but that in his effort 
to dictate his successor in the "White 
House, Mr» Roosevelt, has been and 
is attempting to form an organization 
through federal patronage that is al- 
most appalling. 


It was admitted by the Burton men 


that these names were to be sumitted 
to Mr. Roosevelt, and that he would 
see to it that their heads would come 
off. 


M. G. Norton, appraiser of merchan- 


dise, and Marshal Chandler are cited 
as being against the Cuyahoga coun- 
ty bosses, and no stone will be left 
unturned to aid Mr Burton in the re- 
moval of both these men • and other 
federal appointees. 


A Deplorable Condition. 


In a most able editorial, the Spring- 


field Daily News has taken up the 
question of federal patronage.

ing else but a disgrace that the office^ 
of the government should be peddled 
out to promote any man's personal 
ambition. 


"But there fipve been few presi- 


dent's who di3"not. 'so use the patron- 
age of the government. Great man 
that he was. and good one, Mr. Lin- 
coln did the same thing. 
When he 


could not secure the vote of a senator 
in any other way, he used the govern- 
ment patronage to bring him around 
and it usually worked. In Mr. Lin- 
coln's case the ends seemed to justify 
the means 
He never used the pat- 


ronage of the government for his owa 
selfish purposes, but he did use it to 
secure votes for the passage of such

Plan Hag Proved So Effective In Pre- 


venting Strikes That Both Employers 
and Unions Deciru Its Continuance. 
Outlook For Work Dull. 


According to a statement issued on 


behalf of thp Building Tiades Employ- 
ers' association ot New York city, the 
wages of workers iu tin* building 
trades will not be cut. The employers 
say that although the prospects are the 
worst in five years they have decided 
not to reduce wages and that the dif- 
ferences with unions which have fail- 
ed to come to a new agreement are 
only over working conditions. No 
strikes are desired on either side, it is 
said, it being admitted on the part of 
the unions that already there are more 
idle building mechanics than in several 
seasons. The statement goes on: 


"The unions wfiich have mnde agree- 


ments are satisfied to have the old 
wages, which are the highest ever paid 
to building mechanics, continued, and 
they are now hoping that with the new 
year matter's will improve in the build- 
ing industry, so ttiat more of their 
members will be able to have work :'t 
these wages. The outlook at present, 
however, is very bad. The prospect1? 
now are for a poor building year, and. 
like the mechanics, the employers can 
only hope that the present stagnation 
will not lust long. 
The arbitration 


agreement has been so effective in pre- 
serving peace in the building industry 
that the employers have decided In the 
meantime not to reduce wages, wish- 
ing for a continuance of the harmony 
between them and the men which has 
hitherto prevailed. It has reduced 
strikes to a minimum, and it is the 
general sentiuient on both sides that 
it should continue as a permanent in- 
stitution. 


The trade agreements with the em- 


ployee under the" arbitration plan are 
made on tlie understanding that the 
same conditions must he insisted on by 
the unions in work done for independ- 
ent emploj-ers. The unions have car- 
ried out this pledge for the past four 
or five years, ana these wages have 
now come to be looked on as the stand- 
ard rdte.

ciated employers'"fbr the year anfl the 
approximate number of men, incluu 
ing those who work* Cor nonassociation

The Brotherhood of Painters is not 


under the arbitration agreement hav- 
ing struck in violation of the arbitra- 
tion plan last spring. The union was 
ruled out, a~nd, while the open shop 
was not officially declared against the 
painters, they are employed without 
any discrimination as to being union 
or nonunion men. The Housesmiths 
and Bridgemen's union was ruled out 
of the arbitration plan several years 
ago for repeated violations of the 
agreement and the open shop was offi- 
cially declared against the union. A 
number of other trades have never 
been under the arbitration plan. 


It is estimated tbM there are alto- 


gether about 100.000 buiJdins: mechan- 
ics in Greater New York, about 30.- 
000 of whom are now idle on account 
of the depression in the building trades. 
A large number of laborers in trades 
connected ivitb the buildiug industry 
are also idle in the same proportion as 
to numbers as the skilled trades.

How to Clean a Sewing Machine. 
Sewing is not half as hard as some 


people find it if the sewing machine 
Is kept in good running order. When 
the sewing machine works hard and 
heavily take the needle and shuttle 
out and give every joint and tearing 
a generous bath of casoline. Of course 
there should not be a lighted lamp or 
fire of any kind in the room. Turn the 
wheels briskly for a few moments to 
enalile the gasoline to penetrate every 
part and to loosen and v. a^Ji a«ay tin* 
old oil and griusc; then ilean it all 
away.

Five members or tho house commit- 


tee on cities, I'.iiuo of Lucas. Lersch 
of Loraln, Braun of Franklin. Shuk'r 
of Montgomery and Stockwoll of Cuy- 
ahoga, all of them Republicans except 
Mr. Stockwell. having devotvd con- 
siderable study to the municipal code 
that was enacted at a special session 
in 1904, formulated a bill which Ihe 
chairman of the committee, Mr. Paiae, 
introduced to give the state a new 
system of government for cities. It 
is not the complete federal plan which 
was in effect iu Columbus and Clove- 
land prior to the enactment of what 
since has come to be called the Cox 
code, but it is partly on the same line. 
For instance, the federal plan put the 
four chief 
divisions of city govern- 


ment under the mayor's control as a 
sort of municipal cabinet. This new 
code bill proposes to leave the city 
auditor and city solicitor as elective 
officials, the mayor to appoint a di- 
rector of public service in lieu of the 
present elective board of throe, and a 
director of public safety in lieu of the 
present 
appointive 
board of public 


safety. The bill provides for a. board 
ot control, consisting of the major, 
the director of public service and di- 
rector of public safety, who must pass 
upon all contracts and expenditures in 
excess of $500. The bill is necessarily 
voluminous, too long to go into a de- 
tailed statement of its provisions. It 
might be called a cross between the 
federal plan and the present system. 
It is proposed to make the new bill 
effective, if it becomes law at all, Jan. 
1, 1910. so that the municipal officers 
elected last fall, and who entered upon 
the discharge of their duties the first 
of this year, will have served then- 
full terms before the changes pro- 
posed in the form of municipal gov- 
ernment take place.
